Preliminary Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the preliminary amendment filed on August 9, 2001 . In the 
5 amendment claims 3-13 were amended. Currently, claims 1-13 remain for examination. 



2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Denmark on August 10, 2000. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 

10 certified copy of the Danish application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). In reviewing the 

original transmittal, Applicant stated that certified copy of the priority papers is submitted. If so, 
Examiner respectfully requests the Applicant to resubmit the paper since it is not in the file 
wrapper. 

15 Information Disclosure Statement 

3. Examiner notes that original application transmittal includes IDS, which is not found in 
the file wrapper. Examiner respectfully requests the Applicant to resubmit IDS papers to be 
considered. 

20 Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 



Priority 



The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words . It is important that the abstract not exceed 
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150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

io The last line of the abstract page "(Fig- 1 should be published) should be deleted. 



Allowable Subject matter 

5 . Claims 1 - 1 3 are allowed. 

15 6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
claims are directed at an electronic marking of cartridges or similar containers. The cartridge 
includes an electronically readable item of information disposed in a first form and in a 
redundant form. The invention relates specifically to a support used with the cartridge 
mentioned above. The support member is comprised of a number of closely spaced mutually 

20 electrically insulated conductors embedded in an electrically insulating materials. The cartridges 
and the contact areas of the support member contact to transfer information. Such support 
member is not disclosed or suggested by the references cited in this Office Actions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 

25 fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
